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CODE-FREE LICENSING - IS IT COMING? 


To say that the ARRL was on the hot-seat is to put it mildly. Not that 
they were placed there by anyone - no, instead, acting in a responsible 
manner, they have met the issue head on and I for one respect them for 
tackling the no-code problem ina straight forward manner. ARRLis the 
strongest voice in Amateur Radio - and, it is made up of amateurs who 
have been elected by amateurs. They represent us all, whether 
members of the League or not. 


Now, having said that - remember, the Directors of the League were 
chosen by membership to consider all aspects of every matter brought 
before the Board and, having heard all of the argument pro and con, 
then each Director votes for or against each proposal in accordance 
with his or her perception of what is best for Amateur Radio. This is the 
way the system works, and it is a time proven winner! All that is 
required is for membership to nominate and elect members to the Board 
who are intelligent and dedicated men or women - we have seen little 
to make us think that his requirement has not been met. 


How can the ARRL Board, having heard arguments for and against no- 
code licensing, and knowing full well that many of its members are 
violently opposed to no-code licensing, adopt a proposal which would 
mandate that the League petition the FCC to establish a code-free ham 
class license, They have done so because they have been convinced that 
the future of amateur radio requires that we travel down this avenue. 


No one can be surprised by the action - it has been the subject of 
discussion for months - the time for argument is now past. The League 
is committed to the action and a petition will be submitted to the FCC 
very soon. If you agree with the proposal then you are probably 
reassured that the League has studied the proposal and has acted 
responsibly. If you are opposed to the proposal don't feel that the 
League has betrayed you. This simply is not so - sobor responsible men 
and women have made a decision based on available information and 
their convictions regarding the future welfare of the Amateur Radio 
Service. Their decision may turn out to be wrong but, right or wrong 
they have done what they believe is best for amateur radie. 


Time is short - acquaint yourself with what is being proposed - talk 
to your ARRL Director, attempt to get the best possible proposal 
before the League makes its filing. In particular, read the open 
letter below! 


OPEN LETTER TO ALL QCWA MEMBERS 
FROM LEW McCCOY, W1ICP 


I had prepared two statements for this edition of the Journal, 
one in favor of a no-code license and one opposed to such a 
license. However, such statements would only be academic at 
this point because the ARRL Board of Directors, with a split 
vote of 9 to 6, have voted in favor of a no-code license called a 
Communicator license with some privileges above 220 MHz, 
none below. 


Because QCWA is composed of members with a tremendous 
wealth of experience, I feel strongly that we should express our 
opinions as a group on this vital issue. For that reason! plan 
on making a motion at the QCWA Board meeting in Baton 
Rouge that we at the very least, poll our membership on the 
question. 


Whether or not you are in favor ofa no-code license is only part 
of the question. The very thought of placing these new 
amateurs above 220 MHz, all alone, literally horvifies me. Just 
for a moment look at the problems. These new amateurs will 
have no real access to amateurs with tried and true good 
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operating practices. I know there is a cry among a few--and 
that is really only a few--2 meter repeater owners that they 
don't want these new hams “cluttering” up 2 meters - creating 
“problems”. We must put these new people where they will be 


exposed to experienced operators. 


Additionally, it is my understanding that even though these 
new people will pass a more difficult technical examination, 
they will not be allowed to build and operate repeaters or 
remotes--what kind of thinking is that? 


It is very apparent that Novice Enhancement didn't do what it 
was supposed to do but, anyone with an ounce of savvy would 
have known that it would not. If we are going to have a no-code 
class of license let us at least try to do it right. 


While I am a life member of ARRL and did some 30 years 
working there, and normally a strong supporter, I still feel they 
could screw up an anvil in a sand pile, given half a chance. - 
Do you want a poll? -- let us know!

Lew has made some points - one of them of commanding 
importance - - -Placing a group of new licensees in a portion 
of the spectrum that would deny them the advantage of being 
exposed to the conduct of experienced amateur operators is 
simply not acceptable! It would almost insure that 
the new amateur would eventually evolve into a CB operator. 
We do not imply that all present day amateurs are gentlemen 
or good operators but, there is a very significant portion of 
them that use good operating standards - - - if we are to take 
in a group of no-code licensees, it is imperative that they be 
given, and encouraged to use, operating privileges in portions 
of the spectrum where they can observe and be a part of 
Amateur Radio! Packet alone is not amateur radio, 2-meter re- 
peater operation alone is not amateur radio. ... . if we are to 
assimilate what is hoped to be a large influx of amateurs, they 
must be encouraged to become HAMS in the broadest sense. 
Any operating restrictions which would segregate the new- 
comers is asking for trouble!

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MEMBERSHIP OPINION POLL REPORT 


The Board of Directors issued a polling ballot in the Winter, 
1988 issue of the QCWA Journal asking that members indi- 
cate their feelings with respect to two proposals that had been 
placed before the Board.

QCWA MEMBERSHIP PINS PRICE INCREASE 


For several years the cost of QCWA membership pins has 
remained at $9, which includes engraving, shipping carton 
and postage. During that time we had terrible service from the 
engravers - poor quality work and even poorer delivery. The 
reason for this was an effort to keep the cost of the pins to a 
reasonable level. Recently the engravers revolted against our 
continual complaints and asked that we take our business 
elsewhere. After some struggles, we found an engraver who 
does pretty good work and who gives pretty good service. The 
only problem being that the cost of engraving is increased from 
$1.25 per pin to $2.50 per pin. The added $1 of cost, when 
added to the pin cost, the shipping carton cost, and postage, 
puts us in the hole. It is imperative that pin costs be increased 
to $10. Since the cost to QCWA is immediate, we are making 
the increase effective on September 1, 1989. This issue of the 
Journal carries the new price on the rear cover. We will print 
a new series of membership application forms having the 
correct pin cost.

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EDITOR'S DAYDREAMING 


Somewhere in the past several weeks while working through 
some old files, I came upon the name of Kay Pyle. Since that 
time, almost as if remembering a young romance, I have gone 
back in years to a time when! knew him sovery well. . . it began 
about 1928 when I was finally able to convince my mother that 
a trip to Milford, KS was definitely needed to expand my 
education. Having been interested in radio (Popular Mechan- 
ics), and living on a dry-land wheat farm in mid-Kansas, it had 
become imperative that I get to see a real radio station - the 
nearest one was at Milford - KFKB - belonging to Dr. J. R. 
Brinkley (the goat gland expert). Now, Milford was located 
about 100 miles distant - an awesome trip considering our 
only vehicle at that time was a 1919 Chevrolet touring car. 
However, having learned to drive at age 10 and at 14 presumed 
to be an expert, a doting mother was rather easy to persuade. 
On the day we ventured the trip, at sunrise - about 6 AM, we 
took to the road - nearly all roads were dirt, a few with sand, 
broken only after reaching US 40, which had several stretches 
of a few miles of pavement. Ata top speed of 35 miles per hour, 
we made it at just about noon. There were no McDonalds in 
those days, so we stopped under a shade tree, in sight of the 
wonderful KFKB horizontal “T” antenna, and ate sandwiches 
which had been thoughtfully prepared to sate appetites and to 
save money. 


It had never occurred to me to make an appointment to see the 
station and, by a miracle granted only to young farm boys, 
none was needed. The Chief Engineer, Mr. Kay Pyle, was on 
hand and to this day I remember his courtesy and willingness 
to spend an hour showing a young amateur-to-be all of the 
magic secrets of a big radio station. It was very probably this 
friendliness on the part of Kay that led me into a lifetime in 
radio communications. The climax to the adventure was 
however, yet to come. I do not know what kind of transmitter 
was in use - could easily have been home brew, since many 
were in those years. I do know that the tubes were lit brightly, 
and very nearly hypnotized me. What dreams one could live 
looking into those magic transmitting tubes. Kay, seeing my 
interest, left me for a few moments and returned with a tube 
that I could actually touch - the first tube larger than a WD-11 
that I had ever had the chance to hold in my hands. It was a 
UV-204 - the fabled 250-watter and the dream of most 
amateurs of that day. Words could not adequately describe 
my feelings. With all of this, can you imagine the feeling when 
Kay handed that treasure to me saying, “it's used and I don't 
know how much good it is, but ifyou want it, it's yours!” With 
those words he earned my undying love. I don't believe there 
is anything I would not have done for him. 


Years later, in 1940 - 1942, after Brinkley had been forced off 
the air and KFKB had been sold to the Farmers & Bankers Life 
Insurance Company in Wichita, Kansas, with a new call, KFBI, 
Kay and I had the opportunity of remembering that time about 
15 years earlier. He was still Chief Engineer of KFKB(KFBI) 
and I was Chief Engineer of KANS, a 250-watter on 1210 kHz. 
Later on, Kay left KFBI and eventually moved to California 
where he lived until his death in 1979, 


Added memories: The KFKB - KFBI - KFDI story, typical of 


many radio stations through out the country, had several 
highlights. When it moved to Wichita, it was established on 
1070 kHz, a Class 1 channel with KNX at Hollywood one of 
Class 1-B stations requiring a highly directional antenna at 
KFBI to provide protection. KFBI installed a three-element in- 
line antenna array. This installation, made in the late 1930's 
was made before good antenna current and phase sampling 
and monitoring systems had been developed. The tuning of 
the array was carried out by A. Earl Cullum, Jr, the man who, 
in later years, | became associated for nearly 30 years. Earl 
was an innovator in those days, and after working many days 
trying to adjust the system without success, finally hit upon 
the idea of setting up two small transmitters, one east of the 
array and one west of the array, accurately located in the 
pattern null directions. The transmitters (about 1 watt) fed a 
30' vertical tower having a radial ground system. A gasoline 
driven generator was located at each site. The transmitters 
were used one at a time on 1070, of course. 


The directional antenna system at KFBI was used as a 
receiving antenna, terminated with a non-inductive load resis- 
tor and coupled lightly to an RCA TMV-75B field intensity 
meter. Earl Cullum then adjusted the antenna system con- 
trols to the point where the signal from each transmitter was 
reduced to the lowest possible value. When done the antenna 
system was returned to a transmitting antenna and was 
checked by the usual proof-of-performance and found to be 
adjusted within the required tolerances. 


As a sequel, the UV-204 was never used but served as 
inspiration for many years. I have in my possession the RCA 
Field Intensity meter and the two small transmitters used at 
KFBI more than 50 years ago! 


A CLOSER LOOK!

Recently I have undetaken the task of evaluating typical 
ham operations from the standpoint of a newcomer, one 
thinking of trying to become a licensed ham. To do this I 
have been listening on many frequenceies to see just what 
sort of impression a newcomer might get as he listens in. 


I noticed the majority of ham contacts are stereotyped - 
signal report, location, weather, description of rig and 
antenna. In many cases the age of number of years he/she 
has been on the air are heard - that seems to be the end of 
information followed by “73" and CUL. It is the exception 
rather than rule for operators to show interest in each other 
and perhaps in developing friendships. From this stand- 
point there was no motivation to become a ham - boring! 


There are many groups that meet on all bands. Unfortu- 
nately most seem reluctant to welcome newcomers - all too 
often an operator who would like to join in to exchange info 
and ideas is rudely rebuffed. Nets such as QCWA and 
OOTC are limited to members but I have yet to hear a 
station treated with anything but courtesy while he is being 
acquainted with the membership only rule. Not much 
encouragement for a fellow just thinking of becoming a 
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ham! 


Then, there are arguments as to which group “owns” what 
frequency. These battles lead to insults, jamming and 
profanity over the air. There are situations were public 
service nets are jammed because of a few irate operators 
with nothing creative on their minds. A poor introduction 
of a potential ham to the hobby. 


Now to the DX situation. With all the pile-ups, screaming, 
yelling, transmitting on top of the DX station, etc., it's a 
wonder anyone gets through. Lack of courtesy is astound- 
ing - and all for a signal report and QSL card! I wonder 
how some of the foreign operators put up with it. Ifa 
station has a schedule with a foreign friend they are con- 
stantly interrupted by “breakers”. It seems like the chance 


of making and oe uninterrupted chats with an overseas 
friend is small indeed. Gosh, 1 thought ham radio would be 


great for that! 


Ham radio is supposed to be great for emergency situ- 
ations. However, it's amazing how many stations will QRM 
an emergency traffic net in an effort to “get in on the act”. 
There are some who deliberately jam a net to inhibit the 
passing of traffic. Boy, I don't want to get mixed up with a 
bunch like that! 


A listen on the VHF-UHF bands is interesting. There are a 
lot of fine operators there but the jamming is something 
else. Over Christmas one repeater was handling conversa- 
tions between mobile operators at childrens hospitals and 
Santa Claus at the repeater control. Jamming was so bad 
that the repeater was taken off the air during the project. 
Another repeater involved in disaster communication was 
consistently jammed by some operator playing tunes on his 
tone pad. Another repeater had the choicest vocabulary of 
profanity and filth I've ever heard. Well, I certainly don't 
need that type hamming! A review of material from some 
packet stations brought me up to date on some poor jokes 
and some I wouldn't repeat in mixed company! Shucks! 


Now that I've turned my receivers off it’s time to do some 
thinking. From what I've heard do I really want to put the 
effort into studying, even memorizing the material needed 
to pass the ham exam? Is it worth it to get a license? I 
could get on CB without a license! I can hook my computer 
into the phone lines and talk to guys all over the country 
without a license. Gosh, I just don't know - what would you 
do if you were starting out again right now? 


In my opinion the no-code license is only a small part of 
the problem, the tip of the iceberg! You may say that I've 
talked of the exceptional cases - perhaps, but these are the 
things that can be heard by potential hams as they cruise 
the ham=bands. Is there a solution? Of course. There's a 
solution to every problem. In this case the solution is to 
have ham operators, nation-wide, work to “clean up the 
image of ham radio”. The no-code license won't do it for 
them!

CW was the start, the 
beginning of transmitting intelligence and just because there 
are other ways of transmitting intelligence, it should still be the 
basic requirement for any grade of ham license. The underly- 
ing purpose of ham radio is “when the chips are down we are 
there”. To get a ham license “The Easy Way” leaves me cold. Not 
to know and use the code, at least occasionally, lowers our 
usefulness to the community. 


PUBLIC INTEREST, CONVENIENCE 
or NECESSITY AND AMATEUR RADIO

The question facing amateur radio is not whether Interna- 
tional Morse code remains a basic requisite for each and 
every amateur - it should. It is not a question of radiote- 
legraphy versus a more modern mode of communication - it 
is a question of whether prospective amateurs will agree 
with and support the aims and purposes of amateur radio 
as set forth in Part 97.1 of the FCC Rules. Will the pro- 
posed growth support the fundamental purposes of ama- 
teur radio? It has become apparent that it will not. 


Read Ken Johnson's letter in the Summer, 1989 QCWA 
Journal, Vol 38, No. 2, page 42 - do the attitudes expressed 
by these novices, as stated in Johnson's letter, indicate the 
slightest intention of being of value whatsoever to the 
Amateur Service (Part 97.1 definition)? The answer is “no”. 


Any human scholastic endeavor requires expenditure of 
time and effort and determination to reach a goal. Not 
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everyone has the will or ability to become a Doctor of 
Medicine nor, does everyone have the will to become a 
proficient radiotelegraphist - proficiency may be said to lie 
between the speeds of 15 and 25 WPM but, anyone with the 
mental capacity of a 10-year old can achieve a speed of 5 
WPM - the minimum required to obtain a Novice license. 
Now, if a Novice cannot or will not work to attain higher 
speeds than 5 WPM, then he has failed to comply with one 
of the basic purposes for the existence of the Amateur 
Service. 


The leadership of US amateurs want large numbers of 
Novices, hoping their use of the amateur bands will guaran- 
tee continued allocation by the government. It won't work. 
When these frequencies become another CB type activity, 
showing no inclination to operate in the Public Interest, the 
frequencies will be reallocated to other service which will 
use them properly. In taking propaganda action against 
learning of the Morse code as a requisite for obtaining a 
Novice license, amateur radio leadership has committed a 
disservice to Novices and the amateur Fraternity

The Secretary reported on activities since the last meeting 
which included Charter approval for:

The General Manager reported on improvements in Head- 
quarters operation and a number of programming changes 
which are being made to assist in membership records. A 
new Laser Printer is needed and that was referred to the 
Office Equipment Committee. 


A special report on the 40th Anniversary Yearbook was 
given by Dave Talley, W2PF. It appears that we shall 
shortly have approval of the printing of the Yearbook and if 
that takes place then we can expect to see a completed 
draft of the book about the 1st of September.

Convention plans are about complete for Baton Rouge and 
the Board was reminded of the 1990 Convention in Kansas 
City. We are seeking dates and places for 1991 and 1992. 


Constitution and By-Laws changes: Several changes to the 
By- Laws were adopted to facilitate operations of QCWA. 
These are listed below: 


1.Article II, Section 3, add a new sentence following the 
present wording to read “ A member in good standing is 
one whose dues are current and paid.” 


2.Article V, Section 1, sentence 4 to be rewritten as 
follows: “He shall collect monies due the Association 
and as directed shall deposit them in a QCWA account 
or turn them over to the Treasurer.” 


3.Article VI, Section 3, insert a new sentence after the 
word “slate” : “ The Nominating Committee should 
report to the Secretary and General Manager by July 31 
for approval by the Board and subsequent publication 
in the next issue of the Journal. The Committee will 
then be discharged.” 


4.Article VI, Section 4, change the number “50” to “25” 
as respects signatures required for a nominating 
petition. 


5.Article V, Section 2, to add a new sentence as follows: 
“ The General Manager shall, when requested, without 
prior approval of the Board, supply mailing labels to 
candidates nominated for a National office. Mailing 
labels will be supplied at a cost basis as determined by 
the General Manager.” 


No action was taken on No-Code until such a time as the 
League makes a filing with the FCC. Notice was recelved that 
the FCC will be issuing a rewrite of Part 97, and that they had 
dropped PRB-3, the call sign proposal. QCWA is particularly 
concerned about the dismissal of PRB-3 especially as it applies 
to that portion concerned with reissuance of previously issued 
call signs. President Smith appointed a special committee to 
study this proposal. Lew McCoy, Wes Randles and Jim Walsh 
are assigned to investigate and report back to the Board. 


The Nominating Committee has a number of candidates for 
the 1990 election and will have their final suggestions to the 
Board in time for the October meeting at Baton Rouge. 
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The Constitution and By-Laws Committee was asked to study 
some questions pertaining to elections. Some topics sug- 
gested are : Should a candidate have prior service on the Board 
when nominated for one of the top officer positions on the 
Board and how and when should nominations be announced 
so that there is adequate time for a petition nomination to be 
developed. 


A special committee was appointed by President Smith to 
study the scholarship program with special emphasis on 
developing a guideline to name a scholarship, what the base 
contribution should be to establish a scholarship now that 
interest rates are lowering and whether inclusion of multiple 
names on a scholarship can be accomplished. 


A donation from Cresson Dunbar was accepted and a schol- 
arship will be named after him. 


The audio cassette for the sight impaired QCWA members is 
going along very well and we should continue publicity about 


the program. 


The Education Committee presented a comprehensive report 
which was adopted and will result in development of educa- 
tional programs for both the young and the older persons 
interested in Amateur Radio. 


The President's report on the recent Poll in the QCWA Journal 
was presented. The Poll covered area representation and 
associate membership. The results of both proposals showed 
that the membership was against making any changes in the 
existing method of selecting candidates and having associate 
memberships. The Board adopted the report unanimously. 


A proposal to make QCWA vests available to the membership 
was presented by El Charlton and adopted. Suitable publicity 
will be given to this project in the QCWA Journal. 


A number of letters from members were read and discussed 
with no action being taken. 


The problem of drop-outs was discussed at some length and 
it Is felt that current changes in programming may give us 
some answers to this problem. A letter to many of the drop- 
outs has resulted in about 10% replying and renewing their 
memberships. Another problem is that a large number have 
changed their addresses and we have not received notification 
from the them. Because of this continuing problem we will ask 
for address corrections from the Post Office on the next four 
mailings of the Journal and the ballot for next year’s election. 


Jack Kelleher suggested special QSL cards to be made avail- 
able to the membership and will do some more investigation 
and report back at the next meeting. 


It was proposed and adopted that a new Directory be issued 
in 1990. 


The Board expressed their thanks to President Leland Smith 
for his dedication and service to the Board and QCWA.

At it's Spring, 1989 meeting, the QCWA Board of Directors 
acted on a number of very important matters. This has been 
a most important Board meeting - following are several of the 


“more important matters considered and acted upon. Theseas 


well as others can have an important impact on the future of 
QCWA. 


(1) The Board modified the requirement for membership 
to nominated candidates by petition by decreasing the re- 
quired number of signatures on a petition from 50 to 25 (of 
members in good standing). This will make nomination by 
membership petition a good deal easier. 


(2) The Board issued authority to the general manager to 
provide mailing labels for nominated candidates. Labels may 
be provided at QCWA cost for the use of any candidate. The 
labels may be ordered for a state, a chapter, a zip area, or any 
other basis. The cost will be determined and published in the 
QCWA Journal and HLR for each calendar year. Note that only 
mailing labels can be provided. No electronic copies of the 
QCWA computer database can be provided. This will greatly 
help any candidate to make selective mailings soliciting 
membership support. A valuable and important action. 


(3) The Board requested the Constitution and By-Laws 
Committee to study possible changes in eligibility require- 
ments for the Officer positions of QCWA to include prior service 
as a Director. If you approve of that concept, or if you disagree 
with it, write to the Committee expressing your opinions to 
help them in their deliberations. 


Re-read the abbreviated minutes printed above - review the 
full range of actions considered by the Board. Take part in 
QCWA - write your opinions on any subject to any Officer/ 
Director or to HQ. Any opinions sent to HQ will be forwarded 
to the Board for its consideration. 


QCWA HAS BEEN BLESSED WITH

Is your biggest 
concern survival, because you have never done this work? 
Welcome! Congratulations upon receiving this vote of confi- 
dence from your Chapter. In this column for the next several 
issues, we will share with you background information, or- 
ganization ideas and procedures to get you started. With some 
care and consideration you will be able to operate very 
efficiently, and be doing a job for which both you and your 
chapter will be very proud. . 


First you need to be impressed with the importance of your 
new office in the Chapter. The office of S/T is one of the most 
important offices in the Chapter. Whether the Chapter moves 
forward, falls backward, or does not move at all, will be, ina 
large measure, directly proportional to the work you do. You 
say that now you are afraid? No need to be frightened! Yes, 
of course, the job seems overwhelming at this point. It’s quite 
easy though, and you will learn just how much fun it can be 
as you learn, every step of the way. It’s a game you will be 
playing! You win if you put all the records into order, and 
quickly get to the point where you are in control of the 
paperwork and the administrative tasks. Don't let the maze 
whip you! The purpose of this column is to ensure that you can 
cope every time. Your responsibility is important to the 
stability of the Chapter, and you should keep your self esteem 
at an all-time high. 


Sometimes, everything in this column will not be directly 
applicable to you. Not all chapters are the same, Each group 
of people has different needs. In some chapters the office of the 
Secretary and that of the Treasurer is nota combined function. 
Your chapter may prefer to accomplish a given task in a 
manner quite unlike other chapters. Nothing at all is wrong 
with this. There will be times when you will need to take the 
ideas given in this column and tailor them to be useful to the 
advancement of your chapter, Usually, you will find that we 
assume the worst circumstance imaginable. For example, 
inheriting the S/T office in the chapter with absolutely no 
records given you at turnover, is most assuredly a major 
challenge! You can win, even in extreme cases, and this 
column will help you find the way. In these worst case 
scenarios, you will need to modify the setting described, for 
your particular environment. Have fun with this column, too! 
Try to imagine a case worse than those used, and realize 
difficult problems abound everywhere. 


YOUR MISSION, 
SINCE YOU HAVE ACCEPTED IT 


Isn't it just great to be needed? Your chapter elected or 
appointed you because they felt you could do the job that

In Section III you should pay attention to the form 
samples (applications, certificates, etc). Next time we will 
briefly discuss the forms with which you will work and dues 
collection. In future columns we will cover financial institu- 
tions, records and record keeping, directory preparation, 
silent key memorials, recruiting, retention, chapter newslet- 
ters, and any other area that you might find you need. 
Drop me a card (at the address above) with your sugges- 
tions right now and make your requests known. Good 
Luck!

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WHEN SENDING PICTURES FOR THE JOURNAL 


With the advent of using computer composition of all of 
the QCWA Journal, it no longer possible for us to paste-up 
pages. Pictures can no longer be placed in position on each 
page as has been the practice in the past. Instead, we now 
scale the pictures to the desired size and assign a number to 
each one. These are then placed in an envelope to be 
associated with the completed Journal when it is sent to the 
printer. The printer shoots half-tone negatives of each picture 
and cuts them into the pages of the Journal which have also 
been shot into negatives. 


The problem we are facing is identification of the 
pictures. Most who send them do not identify them. That is, 
except for the letter of transmittal, we do not know where the 
pictures came from, or what they portray. What we are asking 
is that each person sending pictures please put a label on the 
back of each one, listing chapter name and number and, the 
subjects properly identified. This will insure that we don’t 
mess them up accidentally!

If they are muddy or dark we generally will 
not use them - they simply do not come out well enough to 
identify people in the shots. Our general rule is one picture for 
each Chapter in an edition of the Journal.

HERE'S A COUPLE PROBLEMS!

Problem No. 1. In the figure above, note the distances and the 
locations of you, in car and the police radar car, Assuming your car 
speedometer is accurate, and the police radar is accurate, if he sees 
your speed at 55 MPH, how fast were you really travelling? 


Problem No. 2. In 1976 the north tower of the WBEN two- 
tower array on Grand Island, NY, was measured to have a base 
impedance of 152 -j299 ohms at the 930 kHz operating frequency. 
The problems are: (1) find the value of reactance to be placed across 
the base of the tower to make it anti-resonant at the operating 
frequency and, (2) What is the resultant base impedance and, (3) 
What current flows in the tower and in the newly added reactance 
when a power of 5 kW is being radiated. 


Problem No. 3. Assume you have a transmission line (coaxial 
or otherwise, with a characteristice impedance of 100 ohms) exactly 
90 degrees in length, The transmission line is terminated in a resis- 
tance of 25 ohms. Find the following: (1) the input impedance of 
the line and load and, (2) The voltage standing wave ratio on the 
line.
